The plank was drafted on the assump- 
tion that the Hill bill was passed only 
after it had been amended by Senator 
Allen, of Nebraska, to make trial Dy 
jury mandatory at the request of the 
Jeféndant. 

Anxious Hours for Bryan. 


Mr. Bryan spent several anxious hours 
after he received this information. 
While reasonably sure of his ground, 
the allegation that he and the majority 
of the committee on resolutions had 
been tricked, caused him to worry, and 
he admitted that he woulii havé an in- 
quiry set on foot. 

This suspense was relieved by ad- 
vices from Washington showing that 
the Hill bill, as finally adopted by the 
United States senate, in 1896, provided 
for Summary punishment by the court 
in direct contempt cases, but made it 
mandatory for the court to grant a trial! 
by jury in all cases where such con- 
tempt was committed outside of the 
jurisdiction of the court, and where such 
jury trial was demanded by the  ac- 
cused. : 

This was the Allen amendment, as 
Mr. Brvan remembered it, and it cleared 
up what threatened to become an 
awkward situation for the democratic 
candidate for the presidency. 

Prohibition in Campaign. 

The part the prohibition question will 
play in the campaign was talked over 
by Mr. Bryan and Wiley B. Phillips. 
editor of the California Voice, of Los An- 
geles, who is returning from Columbus. 
Ohio, where ‘he was a delegate to 
national prohibition convention.

The girl was deeply affected, but she 
showed great courage, and retold the 
story of the shooting. 

She says that wnen her cousin helped 
them off the trolley car, on which they 
had come from Fort Lee, it was already 
dark, and a thunderstorm was coming 
up. He led them northward for some 
distance, and then excitedly announced 
that he was tired, and they were to 
go. They pushed on ahead, the girl 
says, and had gone but a short distance 
when they stumbled upon the tracks of 
the Susquehanna railreg#. 

“This will lead us to a town 
house,” she says her cougein said. 
had them walk ahead of him, and 
they resumed the tramp through the 
darkness. The storm came up, and the 
lightning flashed in blinding brilliancy. 

Thought It Was Lightning. 


Suddenly, the gir! says, she heard her 
motheri cry out just after there had been 
a flash of lightning: “T haye been 
struck by lLghtning.’’ ehe 
mother say. Mrs. Eberhard sank to the 
ground, and the girl started to her aid 
when saw the flash from a re- 
volver and heard the report of a shot.

Corpse Was Lifted.

Dur- 
ing this meeting it was decided to have 
all meetings public. A. D’Antignac, of 
Macon, will be sergeant-at-arms. 

Mr. Candler was the first to address 
the meeting and introduced resolutions 
which indicated the breadth of the in- 
vestigation.

“In the foregoing letter, which I read, 
Mr. Brown put me on notice that the 
inner envelope did not contain a further 
communication to me, but that its con- 
tents were the ‘text’ of a ‘card’ which 
he had ‘refrained’ from ‘writing’ quring 
the campaign which I had made for 
governor. Mr, Brown had published 
many cards, covering all phases of the 
railroad controversy. A number of 
them were directed at me and were 
quite offensive, yet he notified me that 
in this inner sealed envelope he sent 
me the ‘text’ of a ‘card’ which even 
during the excitement of the campaign 
he had refrained from publishing, and 
he sent it in a way to insure that no 
one could see it or know of his sending 
it but myself. 

“Mr. Brown stated that he refrained 
from writing the ‘card, the ‘text’ of 
which he sent me in the sealed en- 
velope.
